PRIVIDENCE, R.I., Nov. 24.— 
Dr. Alexander Meikiejohn, former 
president of Amherst College, de- 
clared in an interview here- that 
the Smith Act was a clear viola- 
tion of political freedoms guaran- 
teed by. the Constitution.

There was equal stress upon a seetion of the political 
resolution that urged the CIO’s Political Action Commjt- 
tee to “ vee pte political agencies of gies labor 
organizations and with farmers, consumer, church groups, 
small businessmen, professional men, white collar work- 
ers, minority groups and other citizens of good will.” The 
essence of this section of the resolution is political unity 
of labor as a whole and in the communities.
